Britain makes horsemeat 


raids as scandal spirals 


LONDON (AFP) - British po¬ 
lice searching for the source of 
horsemeat in kebabs and burg¬ 
ers yesterday raided two meat 
plants in the first such opera¬ 
tion since a scandal over the 
mislabelling of beef gripped 
Europe. 

France meanwhile became 
the second European country 
after Britain to confirm that 
frozen lasagne also contained 
horse, while supermarkets in 
Switzerland and the Nether¬ 
lands pulled more ready-made 
meals from the shelves out of 
precaution. 

The developments came on 
the eve of a European Union 
crisis meeting in Brussels to 
address the scandal, which has 
raised suspicions of links to or¬ 
ganised crime and public fears 
over health. 

In Britain, police and offi¬ 
cials from the Food Standards 
Agency raided a slaughter¬ 
house in northern England and 
a meat producing factory in 
Wales, before shutting both 


sites and seizing all meat there. 

The agency said the Peter 
Boddy slaughterhouse in Tod- 
morden, in the county of West 
Yorkshire, was believed to 
have supplied horse carcasses 
to Farmbox Meats in Aberyst¬ 
wyth, Wales. 

"The agency and the police 
are looking into the circum¬ 
stances through which meat 
products, purporting to be beef 
for kebabs and burgers, were 
sold when they were in fact 
horse," the agency said. 

Andrew Rhodes, operations 
director of the FSA, said he or¬ 
dered an audit of horse produc¬ 
ing abbatoirs in Britain when 
the scandal arose last month 
"and I was shocked to uncover 
what appears to be a blatant 
misleading of consumers." 

British environment minis¬ 
ter Owen Paterson said he ex¬ 
pected the "full force of the 
law to be brought down on 
anyone involved in this kind of 
activity."

Parliament to 
deliberate 
proposed 
law on multi¬ 
functional 
facilities 

ORANJESTAD - The go¬ 
vernment of Aruba has been 
focusing on the renovation 
and innovation of the city cen¬ 
ter and in the Barrios, as well 
as on the improvement of the 
social life in our communities. 
This focus has been the objec¬ 
tive of the Bo Aruba project. 

This week the Aruba Par¬ 
liament will be deliberating on 
the newly proposed law de¬ 
signed to bring about an im¬ 
provement in the quality of 
life in the Barrios. Specifi¬ 
cally 5 Barrios have been tar¬ 
geted for the creation of 
multi-functional accommoda¬ 
tions, namely, Noord, Pa- 
radera, Santa Cruz, Savaneta 
and San Nicolas. 

These multi-functional faci¬ 
lities will be offering different 
social services to the public as 
well as provide places where 
people could sit and just 
relax....all under one roof. 
Aruba has 5 auxiliary govern¬ 
ment offices where certain bills 
can be paid and some other 
government services are avail¬ 
able. 

The government is intent 
on expanding these facilities 
and make them more optimal 
for the services they are de¬ 
signed to provide, and to de¬ 
velop them into modern 
multi-functional accommoda¬ 
tions. 

The government, in the 
past three years, has created 
’’public, private partnerships” 
between the government and 
the Stichting Onroerend Goed 
Aruba (SOGA) with which 
they developed different proj¬ 
ects. 

SOGA financed and built 
the structures while the go¬ 
vernment developed the facil¬ 
ities to be housed in them. For 
a long term lease of more than 
5 years, the government needs 
the approval of Parliament. 
For this reason the govern¬ 
ment has prepared the Fegal 
Enabling Decree which will 
be deliberated upon in Parlia¬ 
ment this week. 

These plans are all part of 
the intent on creating an inte¬ 
gral innovation in the Bar¬ 
rios... “working together 
towards integral innovation in 
our Barrios...” The ultimate 
goal is to reinforce the fiber of 
our community and promote 
social cohesion in the Aruban 
society.

Proud Dutch class Oceangoing Patrol Vessel welcomed 

to Curacao Harbor 



Witnessed by a few hundred, 
the brand new Hr. Ms. Fries¬ 
land sailed majestically into the 
harbor of Willemstad, Curasao 
yesterday. This is the very first 
time that this brand new marine 
vessel sailed across the ocean 

With the pounding of can¬ 
non shots and hundreds with 
cameras in hand, the Comman¬ 
dant Zeemacht Caribisch terri¬ 
tory, the armed Curacao 
Military and the Defense per¬ 
sonnel, offered their salute 
while the "Pijper of the Marine 
Korps" presented their musical 
serenade. It was an impressive 
experience and beautiful sight 
to behold and experience. 

The ceremonial arrival re¬ 
ceived such a special welcome 
in view of the fact that it also 
marked a historical milestone. 


This year, 2013, the Royal 
Dutch Marines is celebrating 
its 525th year of existence. The 
theme for this celebration is in¬ 
novation. 


As of now with the first de¬ 
ployment of marines, the 
Hr.Ms. Friesland at the end of 
January was officially put into 
service by Dutch Minister 


Hennis-Plasschaert. The 108 
meters long vessel is one of the 
four brand new Oceangoing 
Patrol Vessels of the Dutch 
class. It is designed for world¬ 
wide service for operations 
such as: coast guard tasks, di¬ 
sastrous events, antidrug oper¬ 
ations, as well as for rescue 
from pirating. For the next four 
months, the Friesland will be 
stationed in the Caribbean for 
the Royal Dutch Marines and 
the Caribbean Coast guard. 

The ship and its crew are 
ready and well trained for 
whatever activity. They are 
well prepared, for example, to 
take on humanitarian tasks and 
assistance. The vessel is also 
professional equipped to han¬ 
dle all illegal practices at sea. 
The ship has also received a 


Law Enforcement Detachment 
(LEDET) from the American 
Coast Guard to deal with any 
counter drugs issues beyond 
our territorial waters. For ope¬ 
rations within our territorial 
waters a coast guard boarding 
team would be deployed. 

The vessel’s crew is a 55 
man staff, but can be expanded 
with specialists up to a maxi¬ 
mum of 90 men. The Friesland 
is equipped with 2 very fast 
speed boats of the FRISC type 
complete with a Belgium 
Alouette Helicopter. The Heli¬ 
copter suffered minor damages 
in its tail piece due to bad 
weather, but is soon expected 
to be at the Hato Coast Guard 
for repairs. The Helicopter is 
expected to be repaired and 
back in service by Thursday.

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Hagel defense nomination 
passes Senate panel 


Rebels seize airport as Syria 
dead nears 70,000 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
divided Senate panel ap¬ 
proved Chuck Hagel on 
Tuesday to be the next US 
secretary of defense, a key 
step in a process that could 
see the controversial nominee 
confirmed as early as this 
week. 

The Senate Armed Serv¬ 
ices Committee split along 
party lines to vote 14 to 11, 
with one abstention, to ap¬ 
prove the former Republican 
senator whose positions on 
Iran, Israel and the Iraq war 
sparked concerns by fellow 
conservatives. 

If approved by the full 
Senate, Hagel would replace 
outgoing Pentagon chief 
Leon Panetta. 

"We will now favorably 
report the nomination of 
Chuck Hagel to the Senate,” 
said committee chairman 
Carl Levin after a tense two- 
hour hearing that saw law¬ 
makers verbally sparring 
over Hagefs qualifications, 
his occasionally evasive re¬ 


sponses to senators' questions 
and even his patriotism. 

Some of the harshest criti¬ 
cism came from Senator 
Lindsey Graham, who said 
Hagel was well outside the 
left or right lanes of Ameri¬ 
can politics on foreign policy. 

"When it comes to some 
of the Iranian (and) Israeli is¬ 
sues, there's the Chuck Hagel 
lane. He's in a league of his 
own, guys,” Graham said. 

"I say dumb things every day.” 

With Hagel, it has been "a 
series of things, a series of 
votes, an edge about him that 
makes many of us very un¬ 
nerved about his selection at 
a time when the world is on 
fire,” he added. 

Shortly before the vote, 
Graham told reporters he 
would seek to put a proce¬ 
dural block on Hagefs confir¬ 
mation vote, but Democratic 
Majority Leader Harry Reid 
brushed aside the threat, say¬ 
ing he expected to bring a 
vote to the Senate floor "this 
week.” 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Rebels 
on Tuesday overran a mili¬ 
tary air base and captured 
warplanes, gaining ground in 
northern Syria for a second 
straight day as the UN said 
the death toll from the 23- 
month conflict was nearly 
70,000. 

The military advance 
came as prospects for a polit¬ 
ical solution to the war faded 
and as UN Secretary General 
Ban Ki-moon urged Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad's 
regime to accept an opposi¬ 
tion leader's dialogue offer. 

The Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights said the 
rebels captured a military air¬ 
port at Al-Jarrah in Aleppo 
province, seizing for the first 
time a fleet of warplanes in- 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Hackers caused a bizarre alert 
in the US state of Montana by 
broadcasting a warning about 
zombies attacking the living, 
local television channels said 
Tuesday. 

The apocalyptic warning 
interrupted programming via 
the Emergency Alert System, 
normally used for real catas¬ 
trophes such as extreme 
weather, or even a direct mes¬ 
sage from the US president in 
the case of a national crisis. 

The message was pre¬ 
ceded by a buzzing noise typ¬ 
ical of such broadcasts, 


eluding MiG fighters. 

During the assault, the 
rebels killed, injured or im¬ 
prisoned dozens of troops, 
the watchdog said, adding 
withdrawing troops also left 
behind ammunition. 

Soon afterwards, regime 
fighter j ets pounded Al-Jarrah 
to try to dislodge the rebels, 
the Observatory said, adding 
there were raids near the in¬ 
ternational airport which has 
come under a rebel assault. 

A military source in 
Aleppo confirmed the rebel 
capture "after 48 hours of 
fierce combat”, but down¬ 
played the importance of Al- 
Jarrah. 

"It is a very small airport, 
used for training purposes," 
he said. "There are only small 


before a voice intoned: 
"Civilian authorities in your 
area have reported that the 
bodies of the dead are rising 
from their graves, and attack¬ 
ing the living.

SAN JOSE (AFP) - Members of Costa Rica's Chinese commu¬ 
nity celebrated the the arrival of the Year of the Snake by setting 
the world record Tuesday for the largest amount of fried rice 
ever cooked. Briton Ralph Hannah, an inspector with the Guin¬ 
ness World Records, certified the win after putting the giant meal 
— enough to feed some 7,000 people — on a scale. The official 
weight: 837 kilograms (1,845 pounds), which nearly doubles the 
previous record.

N. Korea 
warned US, 
as Kerry 
faces first 
crisis 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - New 
US Secretary of State John 
Kerry faced his first global cri¬ 
sis yesterday as North Korea 
defied UN resolutions to carry 
out its third nuclear test. 

Just 12 days into his tenure 
as America’s top diplomat, 
Kerry found himself making 
late night calls to Asian coun¬ 
terparts after Pyongyang went 
ahead with an underground 
detonation of a nuclear device. 

’’The DPRK did inform us 
at the State Department of their 
intention to conduct a nuclear 
test, without citing any specific 
timing prior to the event," 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland told 
reporters. "We were advised." 

But she would not say how 
much notice Pyongyang gave 
before conducting what US in¬ 
telligence said was "probably... 
an underground nuclear explo¬ 
sion" of "approximately seve¬ 
ral kilotons" at its Punggye-ri 
nuclear test site. 

"I'm simply going to tell 
you that it was prior to the 
event," she said, adding the 
warning came through chan¬ 
nels put in place as Washing¬ 
ton and Pyongyang do not 
have diplomatic ties. 

Nuland stressed that Wash¬ 
ington had again told North 
Korea, also known as the 
Democratic People's Republic 
of Korea (DPRK), in the 
"strongest terms" that it op¬ 
posed any nuclear test. 

The United States is now 
pushing for "consequences" at 
the United Nations, Nuland 
said, confirming that another 
layer of sanctions would be 
one option. 

Last week in his first public 
comments about North Korea 
as secretary of state, Kerry 
warned the expected nuclear 
test would only lead to a 
"greater potential of conflict" 
and do nothing to help the 
country's stricken people. 


Britain makes horsemeat raids as scandal spirals (continued from pg 1) 


The raids on the British meat 
premises opened a new front in 
the pan-European search for 
the source of the horsemeat 
after allegations had so far fo¬ 
cused on Romania. 

In France, retailer Picard 
said tests had confirmed that 
horsemeat was present in two 
lots of frozen "beef' lasagne 
meals made by the French firm 
Comigel. 

Retailers in Britain, Swe¬ 


den, France, Switzerland and 
the Netherlands have been re¬ 
moving Comigel products after 
the firm alerted Swedish frozen 
food giant Findus to the pres¬ 
ence of horsemeat in its meals 
last week. Swiss supermarket 
giant Coop said yesterday it 
had now withdrawn all frozen 
lasagnes produced by Comigel 
as a precaution. 

Comigel denies any wrong¬ 
doing and has said it got its 


meat from another French firm, 
Spanghero, which said it was 
supplied from two abattoirs in 
Romania who allegedly passed 
off horsemeat as beef. 

But Romanian Prime Min¬ 
ister Victor Ponta on Monday 
angrily denied his country was 
to blame. He said Spanghero 
did not have a direct contract 
with Romanian firms and he 
called on European Union offi¬ 
cials to find out where the fraud 


originated and who are the 
guilty parties. 

Dutch supermarkets PLUS 
and Boni meanwhile said Tues¬ 
day they had withdrawn Pri- 
mafrost brand frozen lasagne 
as a precaution because they 
may contain horsemeat without 
being marked on the packag¬ 
ing. 

Borg's spokesman said yes¬ 
terday it was too early to re¬ 
quire labelling on meat used in 


processed foods despite the 
growing uproar. 

In Britain, the authorities 
are worried that horsemeat 
could contain traces of equine 
medicines such as phenylbuta¬ 
zone, used to control pain, 
which are unsuited for human 
consumption. 

The consumption of horse¬ 
meat is largely taboo in Britain, 
unlike in many other parts of 
Europe where it is sold openly.

Pre-pregnancy folic acid 
linked to lower autism risk 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Chil¬ 
dren born to women who 
started taking folic acid sup¬ 
plements four to eight weeks 
before pregnancy appear to be 
at a lower risk of autism, a 
study showed Tuesday. 

Pal Suren of the Norwegian 
Institute of Public Health and 
colleagues looked into the use 
of folic acid supplements be¬ 
fore and during early preg¬ 
nancy, and any impact on the 
later risk of various disorders 
on the autism spectrum. 

"Our main finding was that 
maternal use of folic acid sup¬ 
plements around the time of 
conception was associated 
with a lower risk of autistic 
disorder," the authors wrote in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

The journal recalled that 
many countries recommend 
flour be enriched with folic 
acid to lower the risk of birth 
defects, and that women are 
often advised to take folic acid 
supplements before and during 
pregnancy. 



Despite the practice, Euro¬ 
pean and North American 
studies have found that many 
pregnant women take less fo¬ 
late in their diet than is neces¬ 
sary to prevent neural tube 
defects. 

The 85,176 Norwegian 
children who took part in the 
study were bom between 2002 
and 2008. 

Among the sample, 270 
children, or 0.32 percent, were 
diagnosed with autism spec¬ 
trum disorders, and researchers 
found that there was an inverse 
association between folic acid 
use and subsequent autism 
risks. 

Mothers who took folic acid 
supplements in early preg¬ 
nancy had a 40 percent lower 
risk of having children with 
autistic disorder compared with 
mothers who did not take folic 
acid, the researchers found. 

Folic acid is found in natu¬ 
rally high levels in foods such 
as dark leafy greens, asparagus 
and broccoli, as well as citrus 
fruits.

Russia parliament votes to ban smoking in 
public places 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
lawmakers on Tuesday 
passed on third and final 
reading a bill banning smok¬ 
ing in public places, a major 
pillar of a Kremlin drive to 
improve health in the nico¬ 
tine-addicted country. 

In the State Duma lower 
house, 441 deputies voted for 
the measure with one against, 
Russian news agencies re¬ 
ported. 

The Kremlin headed by 
President Vladimir Putin has 
identified smoking as a criti¬ 
cal public health issue that 
causes up to 400,000 deaths 
annually in a country where 
over 40 percent of the adult 
population are smokers. 

The bill introduces strict 
no-smoking rules in most 
public areas, including 
schools, medical and sports 
facilities, beaches, passenger 
trains and ships, and estab¬ 
lishes a non-smoking perime¬ 


ter around entrances to train 
and metro stations, usually 
areas thick with smoke. 

Smoking is also to be pro¬ 
hibited in restaurants, cafes 
and hotels. 

The law also sets up new 


conditions for selling to¬ 
bacco, banning sales in small 
kiosks, and establishing min¬ 
imum prices per pack. Cur¬ 
rently cigarettes cost as little 
as $1.30 and are sold every¬ 
where, often to teenagers.

Gene breakthrough boosts hopes for sorghum 


famine-beater. 

Sorghum (Latin name 
Sorghum bicolor) is a tough 
tropical cereal grown in dry 
regions of Africa, India and 
the southern United States. 

The plant is drought-toler¬ 
ant but ranks far lower than 
com, wheat and rice as a food 
because the human digestive 
system cannot absorb many 
of its calories. 

It is often grown as animal 
feed, and interest in it as a 
biofuel has also surged re¬ 
cently. 

But, according to a study 
published in the journal Na¬ 
ture Communications, 
sorghum's future may 


change. 

Scientists in Australia said 
they had pinpointed a tiny 
variant in a gene which con¬ 
trols an enzyme called pullu- 
lanase that helps to break 
down starch in sorghum, 
making the grain more di¬ 
gestible. 

The gene does not affect 
the grain's other helpful char¬ 
acteristics, they reported. 

The next step should be to 
cross-breed c ommonly 

grown strains of sorghum 
with the variety that has the 
genetic variant in order to 
boost the crop's value as a 
food source for humans, the 
study said. 


"Ultimately, increasing the 
calorific value of this crop 
without reducing yield can 
help to ensure global food se¬ 
curity in drought-prone areas 
of Africa, Asia and else¬ 
where, while minimising 
negative effects of agricul¬ 
tural expansion," the paper 
said. 

The work marks the latest 
advance in agricultural ge¬ 
nomics, in which the DNA of 
key crop plants is sequenced 
to look for genes that influ¬ 
ence yields or resistance to 
drought, flood and salinity. 

The genome of sorghum 
was sequenced in January 
2009.

Evictees commit suicide as Spain debates reform 


MADRID (AFP) - A retired 
couple in Spain killed them¬ 
selves yesterday because they 
faced eviction, police said, as 
lawmakers considered legisla¬ 
tion to save ruined homeown- 


street. 

In the latest in a series of 
suicides reportedly linked to 
evictions, the couple, aged 68 
and 69, killed themselves in 
their home in Calvia on the is- 


spokesman who asked not to be 
named told AFP. 

Hours later in Madrid, 
members of parliament agreed 
to debate a citizens’ motion to 
protect poor homeowners from 
eviction — a fate faced by hun¬ 
dreds of thousands in Spain. 

The lower house of parlia¬ 
ment agreed to debate the bill 
after lawmakers of the ruling 
conservative Popular Party 
threw their weight behind it de¬ 
spite earlier resistance, the 
party's parliamentary spokes¬ 
man Alfonso Alonso said. 

In response to popular 
protests and reported suicides, 
Spain's government in Novem¬ 
ber passed a two-year morato¬ 


rium on evictions — but cam¬ 
paigners insist that it go further. 

The bill proposes to change 
the law to end evictions and to 
allow insolvent homeowners to 
write off their debts by surren¬ 
dering their home. 

Under the current law, a 
bank can pursue a mortgage 
holder for the remaining bal¬ 
ance of a loan if the value of 
the seized property isn't suffi¬ 
cient. 

The new bill was brought to 
parliament by PAH, a popular 
campaign for housing rights 
that gathered 1.4 million signa¬ 
tures on a petition demanding 
that it be debated by lawmak¬ 
ers.

US budget 
posts first 
surplus in 
four months 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US government budget 
showed a surplus in January 
for the first time since Septem¬ 
ber as the overall budget 
deficit trended lower, Treasury 
Department data released yes¬ 
terday showed. 

The federal budget had a 
surplus of $2.9 billion, the 
biggest January surplus in five 
years, the Treasury said. In 
January 2012, the budget gap 
stood at $27.4 billion. 

The surplus caught analysts 
by surprise; the average esti¬ 
mate was a $2.0 billion deficit. 

The unexpected January 
surplus followed a $1.2 billion 
deficit in December, which had 
marked a sharp drop from the 
average $146.1 billion short¬ 
fall in the two prior months. 

In January, revenues 
jumped 16.1 percent from a 
year ago to $272.2 billion. 
Spending also increased but at 
a much slower pace, of 2.9 per¬ 
cent, to $269.3 billion. 

In the first four months of 
the 2013 fiscal year that began 
on October 1, the federal bud¬ 
get gap has shrunk 17 percent 
compared with the same pe¬ 
riod in 2012, to $290.4 billion. 

For the current fiscal year, 
the Obama administration 
forecast the deficit will come 
in below $ 1 trillion for the first 
time in five years, at $991 bil¬ 
lion, or 6.1 percent of GDP 

The United States reduced 
its budget deficit to 7.0 percent 
of gross domestic product, or 
economic output, in fiscal 
2012, down from 8.7 percent 
of GDP in the prior year, under 
a tightening effort aimed at 
paring high debt and promot¬ 
ing sustainable growth. 

With GDP growth weak — a 
0.1 percent contraction in the 
2012 fourth quarter — and the 
unemployment rate at 7.9 per¬ 
cent, many Americans feel the 
country is still in recession de¬ 
spite its official exit in June 
2009.

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Who will be the next pope? 
Cardinals tasked with elect¬ 
ing Benedict XVFs successor 
after his resignation later this 
month must choose a leader 
capable of guiding the 
Church through a difficult pe¬ 
riod, marred by scandals, in¬ 
ternal tensions and growing 
secularism. 

Benedict’s rule has been 
criticised as overly ’’eurocen¬ 
tric” in some quarters and 
Vatican watchers say the col¬ 
lege of cardinals set to meet 
in the Sistine Chapel in the 
Vatican for the secret vote 
may seize the moment to 
elect a Latin-American, 
African or Asiatic pope. 

Others say 8 5-year old 
Benedict — who is resigning 
for age reasons — may call on 


the cardinals to elect some¬ 
one younger, who is less 
likely to suffer failing health 
early in his mandate. 

”His decision to step down 
will have a big influence on 
the choice of the future pope. 
The old must make way for 
the young. The Church needs 
it,” said Marco Politi, Vatican 
expert and author of a cele¬ 
brated biography on Bene¬ 
dict. 

While bookmakers had 
given even odds on the 
choice of Joseph Ratzinger in 
April 2005, no-one had fore¬ 
seen Karol Wojtyla’s surprise 
election in 1978. 

There are 118 cardinals 
who are under the age of 80 
and therefore eligible to vote 
in Benedict's successor. The 
red-robed cardinals, who usu¬ 


ally meet between 15 and 20 
days after the death of a pope, 
take an oath of secrecy when 
they enter — and are automat¬ 
ically excommunicated if 
they break that oath. 

Of those voting, 67 were 
selected to be cardinals by 
Benedict — known for his 
staunch conservatism 
while the 51 others were 
picked by John Paul II, who 
was seen as even more con¬ 
servative. 

Sixty-two of the cardinals 
are European, 28 of whom 
are Italian, while 19 come 
from South America, 14 from 
North America, 11 from 
Africa and 11 from Asia and 
one from Oceania. 

Among those tipped as 
possible candidates for St. 
Peter's chair are Canadian 


Marc Ouellet and the Arch¬ 
bishop of Milan, Angelo 
Scola, though some analysts 
have said they are likely to be 
considered as not charismatic 
enough to revive faith amid 
rising secularism. 

Previous hot tickets Peter 
Erdo, from Hungary, and the 
pope's Austrian friend 
Christoph Schoenbom, have 
recently dropped in favour, 
while American Timothy 
Dolan is increasingly tipped 
for his mediatic skills — key in 
helping the Vatican overhaul 
its image in modem society 
following a damaging wave of 
clerical child abuse scandals. 

While a quarter of the car¬ 
dinals who can elect a new 
pope are Italian, watchers say 
their chances of a win this 
time were scuppered by the 


leaks scandal which hit the 
Vatican last year, which was 
blamed by some on internal 
bickering between Italians 
jostling for power. 

Among the potential can¬ 
didates for the first African 
pope are Peter Turkson of 
Ghana — the head of the Pon¬ 
tifical Council for Justice and 
Peace who is considered a 
progressive candidate — and 
Nigerian John Onaiyekan. 

William Hill bookmakers 
in London on Monday tipped 
80-year-old Francis Arinze of 
Nigeria as their favourite to 
take over from Benedict, with 
odds of 2-1, followed by 
Turkson at 5-2. 

Front-runners in Latin 
America — which boasts the 
largest number of practicing 
Catholics in the world — are 
Claudio Hummes and Joao 
Braz de Aviz. 

Progressives favour Hon- 
durian Oscar Rodriguez Mara¬ 
diaga, head of Caritas 
Intemationalis, but he is con¬ 
sidered by the Church's more 
traditional members to lean too 
far left, and is unlikely to win 
the two-thirds majority needed. 

Among the outsiders to 
watch, experts note dynamic 
Manila Archbishop Luis An¬ 
tonio Tagle — the Church's 
second youngest cardinal, ap¬ 
pointed just last year at 55 
years old — is very popular in 
Asia and is rising fast within 
the Vatican. 

Vatican expert Sandro 
Magister said he did not hold 
out much hope of a vote for 
change, tipping Ouellet from 
Canada, Italy's Scola or 
France's Andre Vingt-trois as 
front-mnners, and "certainly 
not a younger candidate or a 
pope from the Southern 
hemisphere.”

Tiger commits to three events 
ahead of Masters

MIAMI (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods committed to 
play three tournaments 
in the next month ahead 
of the Masters, where 
the 14-time major 
champion will resume 
his pursuit of the all- 
time record 18 major ti¬ 
tles won by Jack 
Nicklaus. 

World No. 2 Woods 
announced Tuesday on 
his website that he will 
play in next week's 
World Golf Champi¬ 
onships Match Play 
Championship, the US 
PGA Honda Classic and 
next month's WGC 
Cadillac Championship 
at Doral. 

Together with the 
Arnold Palmer Invita¬ 
tional at Bay Hill in late 
March, those are the 
key tuneups usually on 
Woods' schedule as he 
prepares for the first 
major event of each 
year, the Masters in 
early April at Augusta Na¬ 
tional. 

Woods began his US PGA 
campaign with a victory last 
month at Torrey Pines, his 
75th career triumph and 
record eighth on the course 
where he won his most recent 
major title at the 2008 US 
Open. 

Next week's 64-player 
match-play event will feature 


players in an $8.75 million 
showdown at Dove Moun¬ 
tain, Arizona, featuring 
World No. 1 Rory Mcllroy, 
Woods and English World 
No. 3 Luke Donald. 

Woods won the WGC 
Match-Play event in 2003, 
2004 and 2008. He lost to 
Nick Watney in last year's 
second round. 

After a week off, Woods 


will play at the 
PGA event Febru¬ 
ary 28-March 3 at 
PGA National 
Champion Course 
near Miami in a $6 
million event 
where Mcllroy is 
the defending 
champion and 
Woods is aiming 
to dethrone him. 

Woods shared 
second in 2012, 
two strokes off the 
pace despite a 
final-round charge 
with an eight- 
under 62, the low¬ 
est final round of 
his career. 

"I’m excited to 
be playing in the 
Honda Classic 
again," Woods 
said. "I like the 
golf course and I 
came pretty close 
last year. It's part 
of a busy stretch 
for me and I want 
to continue playing well." 

cllroy's victory in the 
event last year launched him 
into the World No. 1 ranking 
for the first time, a spot he 
lost and reclaimed and has 
now held for 26 weeks in a 
row. 

Woods also committed to 
the $8.75 million WGC event 
at Doral on March 7-10. 
Woods has won the event six 
times - 1999, 2002, 2003, 
2005, 2006 and 2007 — and 
won events at Doral in 2005 
and 2006. 

Last year at Doral, Woods 
withdrew with seven holes 
remaining in his final round 
because of a left leg injury. 
Woods felt pain in his left 
Achilles warming up and 
limped during the round, 
bowing out after his tee shot 
at the 12th hole.

Classic-bound Gonzalez 
denies doping 


MIAMI (AFP) - Washington 
Nationals pitcher Gio Gonza¬ 
lez, set to start for the United 
States in the World Baseball 
Classic, denied using per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs 
Tuesday as he reported to 
pre-season training camp. 

Gonzalez, who won a ca¬ 
reer-best 21 games last year, 
was among Major League 
Baseball players named in 
records of a Miami clinic 
linked to supplying banned 
substances to athletes, 
records revealed in reports by 
Miami New Times. 

"At the end of the day, I've 
never taken performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs and I never 
will," Gonzalez said. 

Max Gonzalez, Gio's fa¬ 
ther, was a patient of clinic 
owner Anthony Bosch, al¬ 
though the Nationals pitcher 
said he was unaware of that 
until the report. 

The elder Gonzalez said 
he went to the clinic lose 
weight and declared his son 
"as clean as apple pie". 

Documents showed the 
younger Gonzalez's name 
next to a list of ingredients 
for a substance called "pink 
cream", a synthetic testos¬ 


terone that is among sub¬ 
stances banned by Major 
League Baseball, which is in¬ 
vestigating the affair. 

"I'm cooperating with 
MLB and I've done every¬ 
thing they want," Gonzalez 
said. "I feel strong with their 
program and what they're 
doing. At the end of the day, 
it's waiting on them." 

Gonzalez said he was 
shocked and stunned when 
his name was on Biogenesis 
documents along with such 
stars as Alex Rodriguez, Nel¬ 
son Cruz and Melky Cabrera. 

"All of South Florida, all 
of baseball knows my father 
is the most proud father in 
baseball," Gonzalez said. 
"Other than that, I have no 
clue why my name was on 
the list or on the notebook or 
anything." 

Nationals general man¬ 
ager Mike Rizzo said in Jan¬ 
uary that "the issue is 
currently being reviewed by 
Major League Baseball and it 
would be inappropriate for 
the Nationals to comment 
until that review is com¬ 
pleted."

Rose rated his current con¬ 
dition as "probably in the 
high 80s" and called his re¬ 
turn "Far away. Far away." 

Rose has spent most of the 
past 10 months working to 
put himself back in peak con¬ 
dition and is excited for the 
chance to show that he might 
have improved his game — 
once he is healthy enough to 
play again. 

"I know it's going to be 
something good," Rose said. 
"With all this hard work I've 
been putting into my game, 
I'm doing stuff I never did be¬ 
fore. I gained 10, 11 pounds 
of muscle. 

"I don't know what type of 
player I’m going to be. I just 
know that I'm going to be 
very good." 


Williams edges towards 
regaining top spot 






DOHA (AFP) - Serena 
Williams moved to within 
two wins of becoming world 
number one for the first time 
in two-and-a-half years after 
reaching the third round of 
the Qatar Open here on Tues¬ 
day. 

The Wimbledon, US Open 
and Olympic champion 
showed no obvious signs of 
physical discomfort during a 
6-2,6-1 win over Daria 
Gavrilova, the 18-year-old 
former world number one 
junior from Russia who had 
reached the main draw as a 
lucky loser. 

This may be some comfort 
for Williams after finishing 
last month's Australian Open 
with an upsetting quarter¬ 
final defeat and back and 
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ankle injuries. 

However Williams played 
well within herself, stroking 
the ball smoothly, and avoid¬ 
ing stressful movement as 
she concentrated on making 
efficient progress without 
mishap. 

"I am very happy to be 
here," said Williams, which 
was undoubtedly true given 
the size of her damaged ankle 
three weeks ago, and the ex¬ 
tent of her disappointment at 
not reaching world number 
one in Melbourne. 

"I feel really good. I 
played a really tough girl 
who has been junior cham¬ 
pion, so I think it was a really 
good match." 

Some of those words 
sounded like diplomatic 
niceties, because from 2-2 on¬ 
wards Gavrilova was out¬ 
classed and Williams took 
nine games in a row at a can¬ 
ter in the middle of the match. 

She completed the task in 
less than an hour, and that 
was without her fearsome 
first serve - which had a low 
accuracy rate 52 percent - re¬ 
ally functioning as her best 
weapon at all. 

Williams was also a little 
shaky at the end, and became 
annoyed with herself for a 
few mistakes. She had how¬ 
ever done the main task, 
which was to show that she 
may be fit enough still to 


have a decent chance of be¬ 
coming world number one 
again. 

Williams said that her 
ankle was behaving itself. 

"It held up good. I have it 
heavily taped. As long as the 
tape doesn't get loose, it feels 
really good." 

Her next opponent is the 
winner between Roberta 
Vinci, the 15th seeded Italian, 
and Urszula Radwanska, the 
world number 37 from 
Poland. 

If Williams fails to reach 
the semi-finals Maria Shara¬ 
pova has a chance of regain¬ 
ing the number one ranking, 
and the French Open cham¬ 
pion began with a 6-3, 6-2 
win over French qualifier 
Caroline Garcia.

SEATTLE, Washington 
(AFP) - Felix Hernandez 
agreed to terms on a seven- 
year deal worth $ 175 million 
with Seattle on Tuesday that 
will make the 26-year-old 
right-hander the highest-paid 
pitcher in Major League 
Baseball. 

The deal, confirmed by 
the Mariners on their web¬ 
site, was nearly completed 
last week but delayed after 
the American League club 
raised concerns about the 
Venezuelan's right elbow.

"It's a great thing for the 
Seattle Mariners and it's a 
great thing for Felix Hernan¬ 
dez," Mariners general man¬ 
ager Jack Zduriencik said. 

Hernandez had been set to 
make $19.5 million this year 
and $20 million next year to 
complete a five-year deal 
worth $78 signed in 2010. In¬ 
stead, he will make $25 mil¬ 
lion a year from now through 
the 2019 campaign. 

Major League Baseball's 
largest prior deal for a pitcher 
was the seven-year contract
